In the dictionary, the word, 
"old," has several definitions. The 
first is "advanced in age; far on in the 
natural period of existence." The 
fourth definition is, "worn, dilapi- 
dated, or shabby from the passage of 
time." 

Marlene Johnson, on the other 
hand is nearing 65 and cannot define 
what old is. She simply replies, "I'm 
sorry I can't answer your question." 
She does not feel old, quite yet, and 
would most likely disagree with Ox- 
ford regarding the definition. 

By defining "old" in relation 
to things that are worn and dilapi- 
dated, it is no wonder why the youth 
in the Western world regard aging as 
a shameful process. Cultures used to 
go to elders for their wisdom. Now 
they are silently institutionalized, 
reminiscent of 1 3th and 1 4th century 
lazar houses, labeled "incurable". 

Perhaps that is a strange inter- 
pretation of aging but we do tend to 
look at getting old as a type of lep- 
rosy: the incurable, strange disease 
that will slowly take us away from 
this life. Yet, we wish to prolong it. 

The Centre for Aging, affili- 
ated with Huntington University at 
Laurentian, plan on dispelling many 
of these myths as well as educating 
seniors and others wanting to plan for 
retirement. The instructional series 
called, "Seminars for Seniors and 
Those that Wish They Were" is a 
unique initiative in the Region of 
Sudbury. 

Marlene Johnson, who has 
worked with the retirement commu- 
nity for quite some time, is sharing 



herknowledge in these seminars. Un- 
der the direction of Brian Aitken, 
professor at Laurentian University, 
the series is made possible. Several 
key issues will be the focus: financial 
planning, nutrition, stress manage- 
ment, and even what it means to be 
old (to name a few). 

Johnson says, "We are a youth 
oriented society in North America." 
explaining the importance of talking 
about what it means to be old. Appar- 
ently, the Region of Sudbury, as a 
whole, is taking a new initiative to 
promote Sudbury as a nice place for 
retirement. That is not to say that 
Sudbury is going to become a retire- 
ment community, but rather, in north- 
eastern Ontario, Sudbury has the 
proper amenities to serve seniors the 
best. We have to remember that the 
baby boomers aren't little any more. 
Of the approximately 100,000 citi- 
zens living in Sudbury, 22,000 are 
now over 55. This is a common trend 
across Canada and Sudbury is pre- 
paring to accommodate seniors. 

The Centre for Aging is edu- 
cating not only seniors, but those that 
are concerned about their own finan- 
cial issues as well as physical and 
mental health. Johnson even com- 
ments that while it is too late for 
seniors to properly financially plan 
for retirement (since they are already 
there) others should be prepared for 
it. As Longevity increases, money 
has to be managed accordingly. 

The importance of staying 
active as one gets "older" is apparent 
in senior citizens. We can easily 
imagine a fragile woman sitting in 
her rocker, knitting. It's sweet. But 
I know guys who are over 80 that can 



still cut a rug. 

Marlene Johnson is approach- 
ing 65 and recently obtained a Mas- 
ters degree at Laurentian University. 
She has a radio show at CKLU - even 
learning the technical aspects of pro- 
duction; making her the perfect can- 
didate for teaching this class because 
she's a senior and spry. Johnson 
certainly doesn't fit that, "worn, di- 
lapidated" label. 

Johnson believes that "Learn- 
ing never stops. . ." She backs this up 
by a recent study conducted at the 
University of Toronto which shows 
no difference in the rate in assimila- 
tion of knowledge and the applica- 
tionofit. The only difference is in the 
parts of the brain utilized during the 
learning process. As such, things 
like memory loss, Johnson believes, 
are a myth. 

In a nutshell, "Seminars for 
Seniors and Those that Wish They 
Were" is intended to provide a fresh 
look at aging and inform everyone as 
to what this is, turning it into a posi- 
tive word. Also, Johnson hopes that 
this will be a stepping-stone towards 
bringing seniors back into the com- 
munity, where they belong: as 
productive citizens, people who are 
to be challenged and utilized. Not 
just "old people". 

Seminars for Seniors and 
Those that Wish They Were is a se- 
ries of 6 information sessions on 
October 1 0, 1 7, 24 and November 7, 
14, 24. Cost is $60, or $50 in ad- 
vance.

Celebrating Twenty-Five Years Of the 
Franco-Ontarian Flag 



A special celebration mark- 
ing the 25 th anniversary of the Franco- 
Ontarian flag will be held at the Uni- 
versity of Sudbury, a Federated Uni- 
versity at Laurentian University on 
Monday September 25 from 1 2 noon 
to 1 p.m. This event, which should 
attract more than 1 500 students from 
various French-language secondary 
schools in the region of Sudbury, a 
number of students and professors 
from Laurentian University, as well 
as representatives from College 
Boreal, will begin at 12 noon with 
musical entertainment. A commemo- 
rative ceremony is scheduled for 
12:30 p.m. Taking part in this cer- 
emony are: Dr. Kenneth-Roy Bonin 
University of Sudbury President; Dr. 
Jean Watters, LU President; Dr. 
Gaetan Gervais, LU history profes- 
sor, Mr. Dave Courtemanche, City of 
Sudbury representative; and Mr. 
Denis Constantineau, President of the 
ACFO du grand Sudbury. During 
this commemorative ceremony, the 
original Franco-Ontarian flag will be 
raised. 

Twenty-five years ago, the 
Franco-Ontarian flag was displayed 
for the first time atop a flagpole at 
University of Sudbury the oldest post- 
secondary education institution in 
Northeastern Ontario. Dr. Gaetan 
Gervais, then a young history profes- 



sor at Laurentian, conceived the 
project with a group of Franco- 
Ontarian students including Yves 
Tasse, Donald Obonsawin, and 
Michel Dupuis. 

The flag was officially 
adopted by the Association 
canadienne-francaise de I'Ontario 
(ACFO) in 1977. The fleur-de-lis 
represents the French origins of the 
Franco-Ontarian community as well 
as its link with the French-language 
community. The trillium flower is 
the symbol of its {permanent presence 
in Ontario and its willingness to con- 
tributetoOntario'sdevelopment. The 
green background represents our sum- 
mers while the white background is 
the symbol of our winters. Today, 
the Franco-Ontarian flag is displayed 
atop thousands of flagpoles across 
the province and has become a pow- 
erful symbol of Franco-Ontarians 
struggles and aspirations. 



According to Dr. Gaetan 
Gervais, a history professor at Lau- 
rentian University, the Franco- 
Ontarian's flag genesis reflects the 
cultural effervescence of the early 
1970s. 

Dr. Kenneth-Roy Bonin Uni- 
versity of Sudbury President declared: 
"The Franco-Ontarian flag is at once 
a symbol of the French reality in this 
part of the country. It also represents 
the continuity of our 300 years of 
presence here and of the ideal of the 
future that is at the heart of our herit- 
age. I am very proud that it was from 
here that its testimony began to spread 
fu-st into the province of Ontario then 
across all of Canada."

A graduate of Queen' s University and the 
National Ballet School, Judifli is an actor and producer in her own right 
as well as a significant Canadian playwrights. Her most recent play is 
Perfect Pie.

Mr. Reid, a former high school teacher, and currently owner of the 
Sudbury business Vinegar On The Rocks, was ttie major community 
organizer in the creation of ACCESS, out of which grew the HIV Clinic 
know as "Haven" Program. This foundational work became the starting 
point for Sudbury ultimately being recogtiized as the Northern Ontario 
centre for HIV - related services. Thomas was active fw many years in 
community theatre and die Sudbury Theatre Guild. The Thomeioe Mitre 
Award is given to persons in the larger community , beyond the university, 
who have made major contributions to the well being of the society and 
community in which they live.

Recipes for the 
Overstressed Student

In this school year's inaugural Lambda cooking column, I have 
decided to pay homage to the ultimate Italian student food - PIZZA! Pizza 
is actually quite an ancient food. As early as the times of the ancient Greeks 
and Romans, a similar food to pizza was eaten by peasants. However, in 
modem times, this ancient pizza would seem more like foccacia bread - 
a pita-like bread topped with oil and spices. 

Ancient pizza began to resemble modem pizza with the introduc- 
tion of the tomato from North America, and the import of water buffaloes 
from India. Tme mozzerella cheese is actually made from water buffalo 
milk.The worid'sfirstpizzeria, AnticaPizzeriaPort' Alba opened in 1 830 
in Naples, and still operates today, making some of the finest pizza in the 
world. Today there are many types of pizza, as variations on toppings, 
sauces, cheeses, and crusts are only limited by the imagination. Here are 
a few different pizza recipes to try out. 

Veggie Pizza Pockets 

1 small pkg. frozen pizza dough, thawed 

1/2 cup pizza sauce 

3/4 cup shredded part skim mozzerella cheese 

1 tsp. dried oregano 

1/2 cup sliced mushrooms 

1/2 cup chopped sweet peppers 

1/4 cup chopped onions 

3 tbsp. chopped green olives (optional) 

Preheat oven to 400 degrees C. Spray a frying pan with non-stick spray. 
Add vegetables (minus olives) and fry until tender. Add oregano. Divide 
pizza dough into 2 pieces. Roll out each piece into a 8 x 8 square and divide 
both squares into 4 pieces. Transfer squares to a baking sheet that has been 
sjM^yed with non-stick spray. Spread 1 tbsp. of sauce onto each piece of 
dough. Top widi one tbsp. of veggie mixture, olives, and a handful of 
cheese. Fold dough over to form a triangle, and pinch closed. Bake for 1 3- 
15 minutes until golden brown and pufly. 

Pita Pizzas 

4 medium-sized pitas 

1/2 cup tomato sauce 

2 cups assorted fresh vegetables (whatever you have or 

like) 

2 ounces of thinly sliced turkey salami or kolbassa 

1 1/2 cups shredded part-skim mozzerella 

Preheat the oven to 400 degrees C. Spread 1 tbsp. of tomato sauce on each 
pita. Top the pitas evenly with the vegetables and meat. Sprinkle evenly 
with the cheese. Cook in the oven until cheese is melted and bubbly - about 
8 minutes.

Career Column 

Whither Careers?

I see a lot of people in my 
office who tell me that they want to 
be sure that, whatever subject they 
take at university, they're going to 
get a job at the end of it. Security is 
a high priority for students and, not 
suiprisingly, especially high for those 
returning to studies after a number of 
years in, or maybe out, of the work 
force. The problem is that, today, 
security is one thing that is not read- 
ily available in the workforce. 

The person who first drew at- 
tention to this was an American, 
William Bridges, who in an excellent 
little book called Job shift , noted that 
the world of work was changing radi- 
cally and with it the meaning of the 
word "career." He formulated it as 
follows: "there are no jobs; there is 
lots of work." Other writers have 
picked up and elaborated on Bridges' 
perception, and some, such as Jeremy 
Rifkin, have gone so far as to predict 
"The End of Work." Rifkin has 
proved very wrong. 

Over the past fifty years or so, 
the word "job" came to mean a per- 
manent position in an organization 



through which one progressed up the 
ladderof promotion until one reached 
the top or retirement, whichevercame 
first. This was security; the system 
offered ever-increasing benefits, 
wages, and a pension at the end. Here 
was the definition of a career, and it is 
this career structure that is now being 
challenged and dismantled by the new 
marker forces. 

Today, people entering the 
work world, whether for the first time 
or at a later stage in life, is faced by a 
totally different situation. The old 
"permanent" jobs are scarce, very 
scarce. Over the last few years, more 
and more jobs in North America have 
become part-time, short term, con- 
tract, etc, i.e. jobs that will not offer 
benefits and jjensions, jobs that are 
not secure. Ofrecent graduates whom 
I know, many have not found full- 
time jobs right away and have had to 
move from one short term job to 
another, sometimes related to their 
area of interest, sometimes not, a 
"Mac Job." And these are not "los- 
ers"; they are good students, who 
have been active and involved at the 
university. The overall picture is one 
of insecurity , and the permanent, full- 



time job of the past is a goal to which 
one aspires. 

How can we cope and suc- 
ceed in this new and insecure world 
of work? What tactics can we use to 
find employment and pursue our ca- 
reer? Again, there is a clear consen- 
susamongstcareerprofessionals. We 
need to decide where it is that we 
want to go, and then fjersuade some- 
body to pay for our ticket. I'm delib- 
erately using the image of traveling, 
because this is the old (old French) 
meaning of the word "career". The 
ladder is no longer the appropriate 
metaphor; now the image is the jour- 
ney. What is most important is that 
we know where we want to go. The 
security of the traveler comes from 
the assurance that they know where 
they are going, and knows too that 
they can survive. 

That is why, today more than 
ever, it is important for us to take time 
to set our career direction, to work 
out where it is that we want to go. We 
cannot predict the future of jobs, or of 
our own lives, but we can choose 
where we would like to go and set our 
sights on that goal.

Women's Cinefest Paridiso 
Uncovers Forgotten Film History

On September 22, 2000, Cinefest gave a special presentation of 
a documentary called The Lost Garden: The Life and Cinema of Alice 
Guy Blache, at Laurentian University. This presentation, which was 
hosted by Laurentian's Dr. Hoi Cheu, included a film showing, refresh- 
ments, and a panel discussion afterwards. 

A few filmmakers involved in this documentary were originally 
scheduled to participate in the panel along with three female Laurentian 
professors, but were unable to attend. Instead, questions raised after the 
film were directed at Dr. Sara Burke, Dr. Andrea Levan, and Dr. Helena 
Moroz. 

This National Film Board film was created and narrated by 
Marquise Lepage, a granddaughter of Alice Guy Blache. Alice Guy 
Blache was a pre-Hollywood pioneer in the art of projection, cinema 
audio, and was the world's first female filmmaker. 

Bom in France in 1874, Alice Guy Blache grew up to be an 
independent young woman anxious to be involved with the multitudes 
of new technologies being developed in the 1890's. She learned short- 
hand typewriting, and went to work at a company. When her employers 
purchased some of the first filming equipment, Alice learned quickly and 
soon surpassed everyone with her knowledge of the equipment. Her first 
film was called La Fee au Choux (the Cabbage Fairy), and feahired an 
infertile couple who harvest their baby from a cabbage patch. 

The Cinefest documentary tells us that Alice was the first film- 
maker in the world to attempt to tell an on screen story. She was an 
extremely literate woman, and as Dr. Moroz later stated in the panel 
discussion, "She was just using a new medium to tell stories." Holly- 
wood later borrowed this filmmaking model from her, and continues to 
use it up to the present day. Alice didn't limit her creativity to one genre 
either; among her films over the years were westerns, dramas, comedies, 
documentaries, horror films, and mimes. 

Alice married Herbert Blache-Botton in 1907 at age 33, and was 
sent along with her husband by her employers to introduce film audio and 
projection to the United States. Upon their arrival in America, Alice Guy 
Blache and her husband Herbert each set up their own production 
companies. Solax, Alice's production company, began churning out 
films, and soon the American public was hooked. She believed that the 
key to a successful film had actors and actresses "acting natural." 

Alice's glory days in America soon began to wilt when her 
marriage hit rocky ground, and when Hollywood began to take over 
small production companies during World War 1. Alice Guy Blache 
divorced her husband in 1 922, shortly after he ran off with an actress to 
Hollywood. Soon after, Solax was forced into bankruptcy, and its assets 
were auctioned off. She decided to move back to France, but never 
enjoyed the success that she had enjoyed in America. Alice never made 
another film, but she supported her children by writing freelance pieces. 

Over the last years of her life, Alice Guy Blache's films were 
buried in archives, and her significant contributions to film history 
became unacknowledged and forgotten. The documentary studies the 
apt literary metaphor of her work being like a lost garden, concealed from 
the eyes of the worid. However, this extraordinary woman's work is no 
longer hidden, as her granddaughter Marquise Lepage has created a 
touching memoir to her legacy with this film, and Alice herself had found 
fifty of her lost films while in hereighties. This Cinefest presentation was 
greatly enjoyed by all who attended, as attendees were enlightened about 
a previously forgotten female historical figure.

I think it's worth mentioning that there were so many great movies at this year's festival that it was next 
to impossible for me to narrow it down to these three. Nevertheless, after about 30 minutes of deep and concentrated 
thought, I've come up with these three as my favorites. I know not everyone will agree, but hey, it's my tastes and 
I'm the one writing the article so I guess it doesn't really matter, now does it? 

3. REQUIEM OF A DREAM 

I can honestly say that I've 
now met my match. For years, I've 
been able to boast about how I've 
never seen a movie that nauseated 
me; that was until I saw this one. It's 
not a huge bloodbath or anything, 
but it was more of the fact that it's a 
gruesome portrayal of the way the 
worid really works. The story mainly 
involves 4 characters, 3 of which 
revolve around the central character, 
Harry. Harry is down-on-his-luck, 
as every chance he seems to get in 
life ends up getting blown and leaves 
him back where he started - with 
nothing. Harry's mom receives a 
call claiming that she'll be on televi- 
sion, so she starts this pill diet that 
sends her on a downward spiral of 
mania and fear of her refrigerator, which she thinks is attacking her. There is Marion, who is smart and beautiful, 
and in love with Harry. She's deeply addicted to her drugs, to the point that when Harry can't bring in what she needs, 
she goes to all extremes using her body as payment for her highs. And then there is Tyrone, Harry's best friend and 
partner in crime, who is constantly haunted with memories of the past with his mother. The movie projected the 
downfalls resulting fi-om drug addiction in an excellent manner by showing that whether it be street drugs or 
prescribed ones, they are all potentially addictive and can do damage. As hardcore and extreme as the movie is, I 
loved it and hated it at the same time. I wanted to leave, but I couldn't because I was hypnotized by what I was seeing 
on the screen. I guess that it's simply enough to say that this movie was definitely one of the best ones on the bill, 
and to those of you that missed it, it's a damn shame. 

2. TAG OF STEVE

Seeing so many movies at 
Cinefest, it's hard to cover them all 
properly, so here's aday-by-day sum- 
mary of the movies I saw, and why 
they were either great, or why they 
sucked horribly. 

Wednesday night found me 
attending the one-and-only Gala Pres- 
entation that I could fit into my sched- 
ule: Dancing at the Blue Iguana. 
The movie tells the story of a stripclub 
and the people who work there. 
There's Jessie, the new girl who looks 
more like a child than an adult, and 
probably is just that. Stormy is the 
strong, silent type who has a secret, 
while Jasmine is an exceptional poet, 
but can't find the opportunities re- 
quired to do something with her tal- 
ent. Joe is the eccentric wildchild of 
the bunch, who as a side job is a 
professional dominatrix, and Angel 
is, well, the blonde. She wants noth- 
ing more than to have a child, and 
despite all her efforts she constantly 
encounters roadblocks. The movie is 
sometimes sad, mainly hilarious, and 
full of nudity. Despite the latter, this 
is still probably one of the best mov- 
ies I have seen in a long while. 

Starting with Desire, I only 
have one comment to make: it's be- 
cause of stuff like this that people 
consider Canadian films to be crap. 
It'sthe story of... well, it'shard to say 
exactly what the story is about. For 
about two-thirds of the movie you 
have no clue what the main female 
character's name is. Hailey (as we 
finally find out) is a school teacher 
who was left by her fiancee and as a 
result that she cannot enjoy sex. And 
the storyline, ugh, it was so predict- 
able! The plot was just so weak, that 
sadly even the sex and the occasional 
wisecracks, as witty as they were, 
could not have saved this film. 

One of the festival's catego- 
ries that I absolutely loved this year 
was the classic films section. This 
was an ingenious idea because it 
presents people with the opportunity 
to see movies that they might have 
ordinarily not seen. As a result, I 
went to see The Great Gatsby , which 
I had heard was an excellent book/ 
movie. Indeed it was, with a great 
story, a cast full of great actors, and a 
simplicity to it that made it feel like it 
was not a two-and-a-half-hour movie. 

A brief rundown of the plot: 
boy meets girl, boy goes off to war, 
girl marries another boy and disap- 
pears, first boy tracks her down, 
moves across the lake from her and 
watches her life, for 8 years. They 
meet (again), fall in love (again), and 
then something happens (of course!). 
The ending was not what I expected, 
or more precisely was not what I 
wanted to happen. Nevertheless, it's 
a great movie and definitely worth 
hitting the videostore to rent. 

After watching the movie 
Saint-Jude .. well, I'm not really 
sure where to start. It was not the best 
movie I saw at the festival, but it 
wasn't the worst either. I think it sat 
somewhere in the gray area that de- 
fies classification. Anyway, the story 
tells the story of Jude, who by 
happen-stance just got kicked out by 
her father, and one-by-one is losing 



the friends that surround her. What's 
surprising is how calm and accepting 
of her fate Jude seems to be; it's 
almost as if she's indifferent to the 
events happening around her, like 
she has her own agenda, when in fact 
she doesn't. She also surrounds her- 
self with the weirdest selection of 
friends, from a ten-year-old who's 
infatuated with her to a pedophile 
with whom she seems to have some 
kind of history. The movie was en- 
lightening, and I liked how it ended 
because it seems that at least the 
character came to a point of self- 
realization and decided to do some- 
thing positive with her life. So, like 
I said, not good, not bad, but in the 
blurry middle area. 

Suzhou River almost made it 
into my choices for top three, and had 
I been picking my top four it defi- 
nitely would have been there. The 
story was great, and tremendously 
touching. However, I did not like the 
ending Perhaps I've become too ac- 
customed to fairy-tale-romance end- 
ings, and though it did have its rather 
nice parts, it still sucked in another 
sense. The story is a story within a 
story, where you have a man named 
Mardar telling it to the narrator at 
times, while the narrator fills in the 
blanks the remainder of the time. As 
it is told Mardar was in love with a 
girl named Moutan; unfortunately it 
was a forbidden love because she 
was younger than him, and because 
her father was his boss. But love is 
love, and so they saw each other in 
secret and all was well, until one day 
whereupon he did something that 
severed hertrust in him. She then left 
him, promising to return to him one 
day as a mermaid if he searched for 
her. Flash forward to present day: 
Mardar is in a club one night and here 
he encounters Meimei. Meimei looks 
exactly like Moutan, and as a profes- 
sion swims around an aquarium in 
the bar dressed as a mermaid. So are 
they the same person? I'm not say- 
ing, because the movie is worth see- 
ing to find out. It really is a sad and 
romantic story, and like Deeply, you 
can't leave the theatre without hav- 
ing been touched by it in some way. 
It was just an excellent movie, plain 
and simple. 

The Law of Enclosures had 

Sarah Policy in the cast, whom I 
absolutely adore as an actress. Either 
way, the movie told the story of 
Beatrice and Henri, a couple who 
married out of love, but somewhere 
along the line forgot why they were 
even together. We see Beatrice at 
three points in her life: as a ten-year- 
old, as a twenty-year-old, and in her 
old age. The movie is demonstrating 
the high and low points of her life, as 
well as how she met Henri, whom she 
later takes to calling "Hank". This 
movie was very sad because it fo- 
cused on the regrets of theirlives, and 
showed how the smallest of things 
led to their downfall. On the other 
hand, it teaches the audience a valu- 
able lesson: love is not something 
that is self-maintaining. Like a car, it 
needs tune-ups to keep it alive and 
working, and if you neglect to do this 
all you'll end up with is a pile of junk 
that you can't stand to look at. It also 
shows you that even if something 
seems hopeless, there is always a 
second chance at making things right. 



Another comedy that was ut- 
terly hilarious was Born Romantic. 
The movie was set in the UK, so 
sometimes it was hard to understand 
what they were saying. The main 
characters consist of three girls, and 
four guys. The three guys have fallen 
hopelessly in love with the girls, but 
unfortunately the feeling is not quite 
reciprocated. Why? Well one of the 
men is dirt poor and lives with his ex- 
wife; another is professional mug- 
ger; and the third one left the girl he 
is trying to win back at the altar. As 
you would expect, it's not exactly a 
walk in the park for them to win the 
girls' hearts. However, we see that 
through understanding, and with 
some help from a friendly cab driver 
and two dance instructors, that pretty 
much anything is possible. 

Urbania is a film noir that 
tells the story of Charlie, a recently 
single, white homosexual male who 
seems rather disturbed. Everytime 
he encounters a person, he asks them 
their story. As a reply, he typically 
gets a story about a friend of a friend, 
which usually pertains to some urban 
legend.

My favorite 
was the dog in the microwave, sim- 
ply because of the neurotic state of 
thesituation.
